EGG GRADE RESPONSIBILITY 
RESTS WITH SELLER 


In case of dispute about properly 
marked cases of graded eggs, the 
Canadian egg regulations are quite 
explicit. No case or container of eggs 
is considered to be properly marked, 
if upon examination by an inspector, 
the case is found to contain more thar 
an average of 6'4 per cent below 
grade, apart from breakage. In 
transactions between wholesalers, or 
between a wholesaler and a retailer, 
any complaints by the purchaser with 
respect to eggs below grade must be 
made to the seller with 86 hours of 
the receipt of the eggs. Thus, 
sponsibility as to eggs below grade 
is upon the seller for 
36 hours after delivery to the buyer. 
After the expiration of the 36 hours 
the responsibility as to eggs below 
grade is upon the person in whose 
possession such eggs are found.

Commercial fertilizers offer a good 
substitute for well fotted manure, and 
to hasten many of the leafy vege-.

For the. avérage garden, a good 
complete or mixed commercial fertil- 
izer is advised. All of these are sold 
with the formulae attached and one 
should insist on at least four per 
cent nitrogen, ¢ight per cent phos- 
phorous and from four to eight p. c. 
potash. Technically, this is -known 
ag a 4-84 to 4-8-8. The effect of ni- 
trogen on the growth of a plant|’ 
is more quickly marked than that of 
either of the other two elements. 
Nitrogen has a direct influence on the 
development of the leafy part and im- 
parts a deep greeri color to the leaves. 
It is, therefore, very valtable. for 
those leafy types of vegetables and 
also as a tonic in transplanting all 
vegetables. With ‘ater-maturing 
sorts, such as tomatoes and corn, 
nitrogen should .be applied in the early 
stages only.

In the'icase of 
pigs, the care includes a little shelter 
where the animals may find | protec- 
| tion from, the scorching tays:of the 
sun. No elaborate equipment | i» 
neeessary —the shade may be pro- 
vided by trees, open sheds, br even 
high pasture crops. It is well tc 
place the self-feeder or treugh in 
the shade. 

Pigs having greater vitality ane less 
susceptible to the attacks of insects 
and contagious diseases, ,and conse- 
quently, make quicker and more 
economical gains when shelter ts pro- 
vided. : 

Many pigs are scalded at weaning 
time. To prevent this, they should 
not be left in the sun for more than 
a few minutes at a time antil their 
hides have toughened wp. During hot 
weather they should never be turned 
into alfalfa ‘or rape pasture wet with 
rain or dew. 

Although pigs of other colors do 
not display such brilliant hues as the 
white pig when burned, they are nev- 
ertheless fellow-sufferers, as they 
make considerably slower gains when 
exposed to Old Sol’s relentless glare 
Experiments also show that’ the 
thriftier the pig, the less susceptible 
it is to-scalding. 

Prevention is always better than 
cure; but sometimes pigs do become 
scalded. Here is the treatment usea 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe. 

Mix 2 pounds sulphur, 8 ounces oil 
of tar, and 1 gallon of raw linseed 
oil or used crankcase oil. Heat the 
mixture and apply while still warm 
(but not hot) with a stiff brush or 
broom to the pig’s back, shoulders 
and sides. 

This treatment may also be used 
for mange, but in the case of this 
disease the pigs should be treated at 
least three times, wi'h intervals of 
ten days. 

Pigs should never be turned out in 
the sun directly after being oiled 
but should be kept inside until they 
are thoroughly dry.

NEED EXPERTS MAKE REPORT 
ON SOW THISTFLES 


The manner in which Sow Thistle 
reduces grain yields is shown in fig- 
ures produced in a ooklet dealing 
with latest methods of control and e- 
radication of this weed just compiled 
by Dr. G. P. MeRostie, Professor of 
Agronomy, and W. Tildesley, M. Sc., 
assistant on Weed Research, of the 
Agricultural College of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba. The survey was 
conducted over a period of three 
years under the direction of, and fin- 
anced by, the Northwest Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association. Booklets dealing 
with this weed are being diatributeu 
this week at all line country eleva- | 
tors. 

The booklet deals with the plant; 
distribution in the West, origin of the 
weed, methods of spreading through 
seed and root system, the manner of 
damage caused by Sow Thistles, 
tables showing the average reduction 
in yield of wheat plants growing at 
differént distances from Sow Thistle 
plants; methods of control through 
cultivation, use of chemicals and 
growth of sweet clover in areas where 
it is not necessary to summer-fallow 
to conserve moisture in combatting 
Sow Thistle growth. 

Farmers who are troubled with this 
weed and those who wish to keep 
their fields free from infestation are 
advised to obtain this booklet which 
is now available free of cost at all 
line country elevators. Booklets | 
were recently issued by the North- 
west Grain Dealers’ Association 
dealing with Couch Grass control and 
the loss brought about by weeds in 
farm areas of the west.

Furniture that has been polished 
often and has become ‘‘smoky”’ should 
be wiped thoroughly with turpentine 
cloth which will take off the accu- 
mulation of oil from the old polish. 
Then repolish with any good furni- 
ture polish. 


When cleaning any wood-work 
with water for refinishing be sure 
that the wood has had time to dry. 
Shellac or varnish on damp wood wil! 
turn white in spots after drying. 


One of the best fabric bleaches is 
a chlorine bleach which can be had 
at almost any grocery store. Its 
technical name is Javelle water, but 
more often is sold under some trade 
name. 


An alcohol stain on finished furni- 
ture can be removed by cleaning the 
stain with turpentine, down to the 
bare wood, then with finger-tip or 


small cotton pag apply stain in very 
thin coats until the correct tone has 


been attained. Finish with vwaatte 
shellac. 
| Scratched varnish on furniture 


‘should be wiped down well with tur- 
|pentine cloth and then repolished. If 
scratches go through varnish, take 
‘off varnish to the wood and refinish 
entire piece. 


Moth flakes or powdered cloves 
scattered at spots where ants fre- 
‘quent will drive them away, because 
\they do not like the odor of either. 
There is also a thalate ant trap now 
on general sale, which should be used 
for bad infestations. 


The bleached wooden kitchen drain 
boards that have become stained and 
dirty looking apply a hot saturated 
solution of oxalic acid and let it 
stand overnight. Wash well and 
when the boards are thoroughly dry, 
soak them with a mixture of three 
parts linseed oil and one part turpen- 
tine. When the wood has absorbed 
all it will take, wipe off the surplus 
and polish. 


To soften hard water in smal] bets 
adq a little borax, or tridjim phos- 
phate, which will cut the hardeming 
salts.

years, or perhaps in six months. And, 
although it may start with a trivial 
incident, it is likely to involve most 
of the world and to disturb the civilian 
populations as never before. 

Perhaps there will be war. But no; 
war is inevitable. Every war has its 
causes, and those causes may be con- 
trolled. So far, they have not been 
controlled, it is true, and the result 
is an uhdeniable drift toward an ex- 
plosion. 

War is necessary. -It never has 
settleq and it never will really settle 
a difficulty or a difference. Rather, 
the opposite. War today would be 
suicide, with the world still tottering 
from the effects of the great war. 
And that war was called ‘‘the war to 
end war!’’—a phrase used to persuade 
idealistic but gullible persons to death 
.or disillusionment—or themselves to 
fall in behind the flags and the bands 
and to march off to what they mis- 
takenly thought would be glory. 

What right has any statesman or 
so-called “expert” to say that war is 
inevitable? By so doing he is con- 
demning almost countless thousands 
of men, women ang children in many 
countries to distorted lives, misery 
and death. War is never inevitable if 
those who make it or fight it refuse 
to let it be inevitable. It is for ev- 
‘ery individual—you who read this, and 
your nearest friend—to rebel against 
being so sentenced bya mere word 
“inevitable.” Let everyone deny— 
rather than agree—that war is either 
inevitablé or necessary—and then 
look for ways to prove that denial! 
The proof is as possible as the de- 
nial, but so long as you and your 
friend leave it to-the other fellow to 
prove, it will not be done. 

War is not inevitable. It has 
causes, and if the causes are con- 
trolled war will not occur. Nor are 
the causes corrected by disarmament 
conferences. Armaments are inci- 
dental to other things. That is why 
all disarmament conferences have 
failed. They will succeed when the 
causes of war are ~ecognized and 
routed out. 

The greatest cause of war is Greed 
—Greed of individuals for more mo: 
ey or power or glory, sometimes ob- 
tained through increased _ trade 
brought about—shall we say—by tar- 
iffs to keep out competition. The 
second great cause is Fear—Fear that 
others may resent»Greet! and try to 
stop it. This may result in a scramble 
for essential raw materials or in the 
development of an army and navy 
to protect a policy of Greed quite as 
much as to protect legitimate inter- 
ests. The third great cause is Pride 
—Pride which is half Fear that the 
Pride is not justified. So there rise 
batteries, not only against the free 
movement of peoples, and these very 
barriers» annoy some and hurt the 
Pride of others, serving to intensify 
an already difficult situation. The 
fourth great cause is Stupidity—Stu- 
pidity which prevents everyone see-. 
ing these as the obvious causes of 
wars, and correcting them in their 
various manifestations throughout the 
world. 

Control the causes of war—Greed, 
Fear, Pride and Stupidity—and dis- 
armament conferences will no longer

OATS VALUABLE FOR 
PASTURE CROP 


Young Oat Grass Superior—Highly 
Concentrated Protein Feed 


The necessity for succulent pasture 
crops in places where dry weather 
prevents the continuous use of peren- 
nial grasses, clovers and alfalfa has 
led to a series of important experi- 
ments being conducteq at the Do 
minion Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head Saskatchewan. 

Cereal grains have been seeded for 
use as annual pasture crops, and of 
the four tried, oats, barley, wheat anc 
spring rye, there is no doubt oat: 
meet the requirements better thar 
the others. 

Oats produced seven. cuttings i: 
1933 as compareg with four cuteing 
by the other three. 

From the early seeding oats pro- 
duced 3,000 pounds of dry matter pe: 
acre with an average protein conten: 
of 25 per cent. This is equivalent tc 
a greater carrying capacity than was 
obtained at Ottawa on good quality 
native. blue-grass seed. 

When these points are considered 
along with the fact that the young 
oat herbage may be regarded as a 
highly concentrated protein feed it 
will readily be seen that oats can be 
made to play an important role in the 
Prairie Provinces.

SEER 
OANCER IS A CURABLE DISEASE 


Believing that the press could, if it 
would, quickly solve or largely miti- 


gate the problem of the early recogni- | 


tion of cancer, and feeling that there 
is no reason why physicians and sur- 
geons, as members of society, should 
remain silent in matters of such great 
importance as the education of the 
people on the subject of cancer, a 
writer in “Health” ventures to give 
expression to some ideas which 
‘though familiar to the profession are 
not generally known. 

Any woman consulting her phys:- 
cian regarding anything unusual is 
entitled to a diagnosis, and should 
it come to pass that women, particu- 
larly mothers, will realize its advisa- 
bility and present themselves for 
periodical examinations. It would be- 
hoove practitioners of medicine to be 
on their guard lest anything be ov- 
erlooked. 

The author deals with cancer of the 
breast and states that “every girl and 
every woman knows, or should know 
perfectly well that her breasts are 


*| normally soft and pliable and that 


they are free from lumps. Does it 
not seem logical therefore, that any 
unusual manifestation in the breast 
is worthy of notice, and particularly 
does it not seem reasonable that some 
concern should be manifested if per- 
chance a lump is discovered? All 
swellings of the breast do not con- 
stitute tumors, which are commonly 
called lumps. Neither are all lumps 
in the breast cancer, nor do all of 
them become so if allowed to remain 
there.” 

Cancer of the uterus, commonly 
known as the womb is elso dealt with 
in a very plain manner. In connec- 
tion with this subject the, author 
states: “Watch for danger signals; 
better still, don’t wait for them ag 
they are sometimes too late. Be ex- 
amined, and don’t be stampeded by 
the fear of cancer. Let it be en- 
graved on your minds in plain, unfad- 
ing letters that ‘Pain is not an early 
symptom of cancer’. 

In conclusion he urges, “that wo- 
men be not over concerned with the 
problem of cancer treatment, for that 
is a matter involving professional and 
scientific knowledge. Consult your 
physician without delay if trouble 
threatens. Leave treatment in the 
hands of your medical and surgical 
advisors. By all means do not rely 
on non-professional advice.
